THE DEVIL. CHEATED BY A SHEPHE Rp: 


Te fullowing ftory relates the encounter of a Protef. 

tant Shepherd with a counterfeit Devil, that attempt. 
ed to perfuade him to renounce his faith, for popery ; and 
is a tranflation from the Dutch, printed Augutt 7 (N, S.) 
1676. 

The accoont is dated from Ummendorf, July 29, (N. S.) 
1676, and is thus ;---In the bifhopric in Hulberftads, near 
Ilfeburg, there lives a poor Shepherd, bied up in the Pro- 
teftant religion, but of that kind, which, {rom Martin Lu. 
ther, are called Lutherans, differing in many points from 
the Romith church, and holding confubftantiation, &c, 
Not far from the plains where he kept. his fheep, was fitus 


ated a monaftery, or convent of monks, who had frequent-.. 


ly laboured with all the arguments they could ufe, to with- 
draw this fhepherd from his profeflion, and bring him o- 


+ ver tothe Romifh religion. How our fhepherd was fur- 


nifhed with logic, I cannot fay, but it appears he wanted 
not a fettled refolution, which remained proof agaimf al} 
their attempts; wherefore, firding neither perfuatron nor 
flatteries would prevail, they proceeded to threatning:, 
telling him that if he perfiftedin herefy after fo many 
ghoitly admonitions, he fhould immediately be plauged 
with the Devil, who would carry him away quickly inio 
hell. But he not regarding fuch ridiculous nenfenfe, per- 
fited fill in his religion.---Whicrefore two monks drefled. 
up themfelycs in wonderful fhapes ; the one very gay and 
beautiful, with a brave pair of. wimgsy and other accou- 
trements, fit to prefent him asa good angel ; the other in 
a frightful habit, perfonating the devil, And being thus 
prepared, they came one night to the fhepherd, as he 
was fleeping in -the fields, in his. carr, a fmall hut going 
upen wheels, commonly ufed by men of his profeflion, 
The counterfeit angel firft approached him, and with

But juft as the mock devil made an offer to feize on him, 
the thepherd’s dog, not being afraid, when he faw’ his 
mafter in danger, fell on the pretended fiend; when the 


fhepherd perceived that the devil was not able to keep of ' 


the dog, his courage returned, and, leaping out 6f his 


carr with his hook in his hand, knocked down the'fappof-- ° 


ed-devil dead upon the {pot ; whom at daylight he'difeover- 
ed to be a neighbouring monk, he. buried him inthe de- 
vil’s drefs, to prevent further trouble. Bat the eonféde-

DRESDEN, Auguft 27, 

Inzelligence has been reccived here of confiderable ad- 
vantages having been obtained by the united armies of the 
Archduke Charles and General Wartenfleben over that of 
General Jourdan. 

Thefe accounts fate, that after General Wartenfleben left 
Amberg he retreated to the left fide of the Nab, having his 
main corps pppofite to Schwarizenfeldt with two different 
corps, befides towards Narboorg and Shwarrdotf, where 
he remained while Geneial Jourdan’s army advanced near 
him, on'thé oppofite fide of the river, in three divifions, of 
which he himfelf commanded the center, This was about 
the 2oth or 21 ft of Augutt. 

That the Archduke, after abandoning Donawert, had re- 
tired behind the Lech, and taken a ftrong pofition near its 
confluence with the Danube ; but underfanding that, in- 
dependent of General Jourdan’s grand army in face of 
General Wartenfleben, another divifion of the French un- 
der General Championet, was advancing towards Ratifbon, 
his Royal Highnefs, after leaving a Strong corps behimd the 
Lech to obferve General Moreau, marched along the Da.

Championet’s divifion, beat 
them back, and followed them towards Caftel, on the way 
to Amberg. That by this time General Jourdan took a, 
larmi, afid recalled his troops towards Amberg, and in pro- 
Pertion as he retreated General Wartenfleben advanced, 


» That between Amberg and Sulizbach Geneial Jourdan 








drew up his army, and a battle enfued, in which the Auf- 
trian’s were vitorious. ‘That the lofs of the French on 
this occafion was fuppofed to be 5000 killed, and 2000 
made prifoners, with about go pieces of cannon, That 
the whole of the Auftrian army was not engaged, but a 
confiderable corps was detatched at the fame time to Hut- 
{pruch, Lawn, and Nuremberg; of which city the Auftrians 
took poileihon, 
LONDON, Sept. 15. _ , 

We mentioned in yefterday’s Courier that another battle 
had been fought between General Jourdan and the Arch- 
duke, in which the former had been again deteated, The 
Paris papers to the 1 gth inft. which we received laf night, 
confirm this intelligence and bring the official details, 

After the firft deteat ou the 22d ult, General Jourdan 
retired to Forcheim---on the ¢gth to Hamberg---and on 
the goth to Sheweinfurt. © The Archduke, in the mean 
time continued to advance, and on the ed inf, croffed the 
Main and entered Wurtzburg. In this polation General 
Jourdan refolved to attack him, 

A fimilar refolutiou had been formed by the Archduke, 
The battle began at cight in the morning of the third, and 
was fought for fome time with various fuccefs, ‘The Au- 
{trians appear to have had fuperior cavalry to the French ; 
and, according to Genera) Jourdan’s letter, poured in freth 
troops every moment, ‘The French were deteated, and 
forced to retreated to Hamel{burg. 

The Auftrianarms, tho’ viétoriousin Franconia, have 
been unfuccefstul in Bavaria, and General Moreau has gain- 
ed another viétory. After the paflage of the Lech, and 
defeat of the Auttriaun General Latour, the army of the 
Rhine and Mofelle advanced to Dakau, Pafinhoften, and 
Bombac, and the Auftrians retreated behind the Ier---ha- 
ving received reinforcements from the Archduke, they 
made on the laft inft. an attack upon the left wing of Ge- 
neral Moreau’s army---The battle continued during the 
whole day; at length the Auftrians were defeated at all 
points, and forced to retreat, with the lofs of 180@ men 
in killed, wounded, and taken prifoners. 

Yelterddy morning a letter was received by Mr. King, 
one of his majelty’s under fecretaries of ftate, from the 
Mayor of Dover, ftating that an American veilel was: arri- 
ved there from Boulogne, the Capt. which reports that he 
had feen a Paris paper of the 1 jth init. which contains the 
news of General Jourdan’s having been entirely defeated 
in a fecond engagement with Archduke Charles, with the 
lofs of 15,060 men, 

We hall make no other comment on this news, which 
certainly requires much coafirmation, than that it feems to 
be the opinion of well-informed men, thatthe Archduke 
would certainly follow up his firft advantages, without 
giving time to Jourdan to rally his forces.

DRESDEN, Auguht 27; 

Intelligence has been received here of confiderabie ad- 
vantages haying been obtained by the united armies of the 
Archduke Charles and General Wartenfleben over that ef 
General Jourdan. 

Thefe accounts flate, that after General Wartenfleben left 
Amberg he retreaied to the left fide of the Nab, having his 
main corps oppofite to izenfeldt with two different 
corps, beides towards g and Shwarrdotff, where 
he remained’ while Gene¥al Jou:dan’s army advanced near 
him, on the oppofite fide of the river, in three divifions, of 
which he himfelf commanded the center, This was about 
the soth or a: ft of Auguit. 

That the Archduke, after abandoning Donawert, had re- 
tired behind the Lech, and taken a ftrong pofition near its 
confluence with the Danube ; but underftanding that, in- 
dependent of General Jourdan’s grand army in face of 
General Wartenfleben, another divifion of the French un- 
der Genera] Championet, was advancing towards Ratifbon, 
his Royal Highnefs, afier leaving a ftrong corps bepind the 
Lech to obferve General Moreau, marched along the Da. 
nube with the remfinder, about 40,000 men, and paffed 
that river at Ingolftadt about the 17 0r 18h. That from 
thence he advanced by Dictfurt to Teining, where he met 

the advanced pofts of General Championet's divifion, beat 
them back, and followed them towards Caftel, on the way 
to Amberg. That by this time Genera] Jouwdan took a. 
larm, and recalled his troops towar’s and in pro- 
pertion as he retreated General Wartenfleben advanced, 


That between Amberg and Sultzbsth Ceneral Jourdan 
drew up bis army, ond a battle enfued, in which the Auf- 
trian’s were vitoriows. That the lols of the French on 
this occafion was fuppofed to be sooo killed, and 2000 
made prifone:s, with about go pieces of cannon, That 
the whole of the Auftrian « ny was not engaged, but a 
conliderable corps was detatched at the fame ume to Mut- 
fpruch, Laun, and Nuremberg, of which city the Aufinans 
took potieflion, 
LONDON, Sept. 1 5. 

We mentioned in yefterday’s Courier that another battle 
had been tought between General Jourdan and the Arch- 
duke, in which the former bad been again deteated. The 
Paris papers to the 1 gth inft. which we received laft night, 
confirm this intelligence and bring the ofhctal detar!s. 

Atigr the firit defeat ou the 22d ult. General Jourdan 
retired to Forcheim---on the egth to Lamberg---and on 
the goth to Sheweinturt. The Archduke, in the, mean 
time continued to advance, and on the ed ini. croffed the 
Main and entered Wurtzburg. In this polition Genera! 
Jourdan refolved to attack him. 

A fimilar refolutiow had been formed by the Archduk->. 
The battle began at cight in the morning of the third, and 
was fought for fome time with various feccels. ‘The Au- 
ftrians appear to have had fuperior cavalry to the French ; 
and, according to General Jourdan’s letter, poured in freth 
troops every moment, The French were defeated, and 
forced to retreated to Hamelfburg. 

The Auftrian arms, tho’ viGorousin Franconia, have 
been wafuccefsful in Bavaria, and General Mercau has gain- 
ed anoiher vidtory. After the paflage of the Lech, and 
defeat of the Auftrian General Latour, the army of the 
Rhine and Mofelle advanced to Dakau, Patinhofien, and 
Bombac, and the Auftrians retreated behind the Ier--ha- 
ving received reinforcements from the Archduke, they 
made on the laft inft. an attack upon the leit wing of Ge- 
neral Moreau’s army---The battle continued during the 
whole day ; at length the Auftrians were defeated at all 
points, and forced to retreat, with the lofs of 1800 mcn 
1 ied, wounded, and taken prifoners, 

erday morning a letter was received by Mr. King, 
one of his majefty’s under fecretaries of ftate, from the 
Ma of Dover, flating that an American velfel was arri- 
ved there from Boulogue, the Capt. which reports that he 
had feen a Paris paper of the agth inft, which centains the 
news of General Jourdan’s having been entirely defeated 
in a fecond engagement with Archduke Charles, with the 
lofs of 15,000 men, 

We fhall make no other comment on this news, which 
certainly requires much coafirmation, than that it feems to 
be the opinion of well-informed men, thatthe Archduke 
would certainly follow up his firft advantages, without 
giving time to Jourdan to rally his forces.
